The board shall consider both the economic and safety impacts on the
existing racing and breeding industry.

(2) Funds retained by the board in a state special revenue fund pursuant to 23-4-302(1)
and (4) are statutorily appropriated to the board as provided in 17-7-502 for the operation of a
simulcast parimutuel network and for other purposes that the board considers appropriate for the
